YORK, Me., Sept. 2 (AP)—Su- 
preme Court Justice Wiley B. 
Rutledge, who is near death at 
York Hospital, lapsed into a coma 
today. Hope for him waned. 

The 55-year-old jurist has been 
a patient since Saturday, suffer- 

‘ing from a circulatory condition. 

Oxygen was being administered. 
(The United Press said he was 
placed in an oxygen tent today.) 

Dr. Fred A. Geier of Washing- 
ton, D. C., the Rutledge family 
doctor, who flew here for the sec- 
ong time this week, remained in 
York. 

Attending Justice Rutledge also 
is Dr. Elmer Tower of the hos- 
pital staff. 

“We consider his condition very 
serious or grave,” Dr. Geier told 
reporters this morning. “I think 
Ill stay right through. I don’t 
think I'd better leave.” 

“Everything has been done and 
is being done for Justice Rutledge 
that could be done anywhere,” he 
added. The hospital has only 22 
beds. 

At the hospital were Justice 
Rutledge’s wife, and their son, 
Neal, and their daughters, Mary 

u and Jean Ann. 

Justice Rutledge had shown im- 
provement yesterday. He suffered 
a relapse Wednesday. 

The family was vacationing at 
Ogunquit, a nearby seashore re- 
sort, when he was taken to the 


hospital. 


Justice Rutledge was a member 
of Washington University Law 
School faculty from 1926 td 1935, 
and dean of the school for the last 
four years of that period. Previ- 
ously he was an instructor in the 
University of Colorado Law School 
at Boulder. From St. Louis he 
went in 1935 to Iowa City as dean 
of the Law School, State Univer- 
sity of Iowa. He remained there 
until 1939, when he received his 
first judicial appointment, to the 
“United States Court of Appeals, 
District of Columbia. His appoint- 
ment to the Supreme Court came 
in 1943.

St. Louisans today were making 
final preparations for celebration 
of the Labor day weekend, which 
for many of them will be a three- 
day holiday, beginning tomorrow. 
Railroads, air and bus lines re- 
ported a rush of reservations and 
inquiries as to schedules as’ thou- 
sands of residents of the area pre- 
pared to leave on weekend trips. 
Still other thousands were expect- 
ed to fill the highways as they 
set out on fishing trips and visits 
to summer resorts. 
Extta coaches were being added 
to all trains scheduled to leave 
Union Station tonight and tomor- 
row, it was reported, and at least 
one of the major airlines had 
booked additional flights in anti- 
cipation of heavy passenger loads. 
Weatherman Harry F, Wahl- 
gren said he expected the weather 
would be moderately warm with 
some possibility of showers, dur- 
ing the weekend. Temperatures 
tomorrow and Sunday probably 
Will bé in the middle 80s, he said. 
Banks, most stores, business of- 
fices and industrial plants in the 
area will be closed Monday, Labor 
day, as will all city, state and 
federal offices and courts. The 
market at St. Louis National 
Stock Yards on the East Side will 
be closed, but livestock receipts 
will be fed and cared for pending 
opening of the market Tuesday. 
All downtown department stores 
and other business establishments, 
which are members of the Asso- 
ciated Retailers of St. Louis, will 
be closed all day Monday, William 
H. Semsrott, president of the or- 
ganization said today. Department 
stores which have been opening at 
noon on Mondays and remaining 
open until 8:30 p.m., to accommo- 
date evening shoppers, will main- 
tain those hours on Tuesday next 
week, instead of Monday.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 2 (AP)— 
Chairman Lesinski (Dem.), Michi- 
gan, shook up the House Labor 
Committee yesterday abolishing 
four subcommittees, including one 
which backed the Barden aid-to- 


education bill. 

This bill, offered by Representa- 
tive Barden (Dem.), North Caro- 
line, has drawn fire from Catholic 
leaders because it excludes pa- 
rochial schools from federal bene- 
fits. They contend church schools 
should receive aid for such things 
as’ bus transportation, textbooks 
and health programs. 

In the resultant controversy, all 
federal aid to education legislation 
has been stymied in the full com- 
mittee. 

Lesinski, a Catholic and Admin- 
istration supporter, announced by 
letter to vacationing committee 
members that all special subcom- 
mittees had been dissolved as of 
Wednesday. 

Lesinski told a reporter at De- 
troit that the subcommittees had 
completed their work so he was 
dissolving them. He said he had 
a right to do this and would ap- 
point new subcommittees later this 
month. 

One Going to West Coast. 

One of these, he said, will deal 
both with education and labor 
problems and will be headed by 
Representative Bailey (Dem.) West 
Virginia. Bailey’s group will go 
to the West Coast after adjourn- 
ment to study educational needs 
in overcrowded defense areas and 
the Di Giorgio farm strike in »Cali- 
fornia. 

Besides the Barden subcommit- 
tee, the three others abolished are 
those on fair employment prac- 
tices, headed by Representative 
Powell (Dem.), New York; on 
union democracy, headed by Rep- 
resentative Jacobs (Dem.), Indi- 
ana, and on labor-management re- 
lations, headed by Representative 
Kelly (Dem.), Pennsylvania. 

Among bills still to be acted upon 
by the full committee, besides 
school aid, are repeal of the Taft- 
Hartley law,>exemption of mari- 
time hiring halls from the T-H 
law, mine safety, and federal aid 
to the physically handicapped, 

In Indianapolis, Jacobs de- 
scribed Lesinski’s action as “high- 
handed and capricious.” He said 
that in the last week the full com- 
mittee, despite Lesinski’s objec- 
tions, had voted for a resolution 
recommending a $42,000 appropri- 
ation for his sub-committee. 

Jacobs said he will move for re- 
instatement of ‘his subcommittee 
and expects to get a majority vote. 
However, he said he did not be- 
lieve the chairman would be bound 
to go along with the majority. 

Barden, at his home in New 
Bern, N.C., commented: 

“Unless he (Lesinski) gives more 
consideration to the work of the 
subcommittees than he has in the 
past, he might just as well dis- 
solve them.” 

‘Furious Debate’ Threatened. 

Meantime, Senator Millikin 
(Rep.), Colorado, promised a “fu- 
rious debate” if the Administration 
tries to lower tariff barriers for 
Britain without heeding Repub- 
lican demands to protect domestic 
industry. 

Millikin is leading a Senate 
drive to keep in the reciprocal 
trade act a provision the Repub 
lican-controlled Eightieth Con- 
gress wrote in last year. 

It requires President Truman to 
answer to Cohgress if he cuts 
tariffs below a point which the 
Federal Tariff Commission consid- 
ers dangerous to American busi- 
ness. 

Truman wants Congress to ex- 
tend the trade agreements act as 
it existed before June 1948, ‘when 
it did not include the “peril point” 
provision. 

The House has approved Tru- 
man’s request and so has the Sen- 


ate Finance Committee. The Sen- 
ate begins debating the ; measure 
when it reassembles next) Wednes-

Doctors Warn of Possible Harm 
From X-Ray Shoe-Fitting Devices 


BOSTON, Sept. 2 (AP)—When 
a customer sticks his feet into 
a shoe store X-ray machine for a 
fitting, according to two Harvard 
doctors, he may be stepping into 
trouble. 

Uncontrolled radiation from the 
gadget could well interfere with 
the normal development of a 
child’s feet, they reported yester- 
day in the New England Journal 
of Medicine. 

Moreover, they warned, perma- 
nent damage to the skin of the 
feet may be caused by acute radia- 
tion burns; even the salesnfan who 
operates the machine may suffer 
—the tissues responsible for manu- 
facturing his blood may be im- 
paired. 

The two are Dr. L. H. Hempel- 
mann, St. Louis, special assistant 
to the director of the Atomic En- 
ergy Commission’s division of 
biology and medicine and a re- 
search associate at Harvard Medi- 
cal School, and Charles R. Wil- 
liams, assistant professor of in- 


School of Public Health. 

Dr. Williams measured the 
amounts of radiation given off 
either directly or through leakage 
by the machine. Dr. Hempelmann 
reported the dangers involved in 


this radiation. 


dustrial hygiene at the Harvard 


Already there have been cases 
reported of children whose feet 
have stopped growing because of 
excessive exposure to the shoe 
store machine, Dr. Hempelmann 
said. The actual danger of skin 
damage, howéver, cannot be cal- 
culated definitely yet because lit- 
tle is known about the extent of 
radiation required to cause it, he 
added. 

The Journal commented’ that 
these machines constitute a far 
greater hazard for children than 
for adults—children are curious, 
they like to play with the ma- 
chines, even stick their hands in 
and they require more fittings be- 
cause their feet grow so rapidly. 

The dangers multiply, the Jour- 
mal observed, as the customer 
shops around at other stores us- 
ing the machine. It will be the 
exceptional sales person who will 
risk loss of a sale by strict observ- 
ance of any so-called “safety 
code.” 

Unless these X-ray machines 
are necessary for the proper fit- 
ting of shoes, their use should be 
abandoned entirely, the Journal 
recommended. Otherwise, it con- 
cluded, “the strictest supervision 
is necessary, and unfortunately 
there is actually no safe method 
of making these cra. ae 
work.” | ’

GEORGE MILLS, N.H., Sept. 2 
(AP) A 29-year old mother 
slipped out of her clothes yester- 
day, squeezed through the narrow 
opening of an abandoned well and 
then held her two-year old son 
above water for an hour until 
help came. 

Mrs. Earl Dumont stood on her 
toes with cold water up to her 
neck as little Garry—her baby— 
floated in a tin pail his mother 
held, 

Mrs. Dumont’s husband also 
lowered himself into the well and 
fastened a rope around his son’s 
waist so he could be hauled to 
the surface. Husband and wife re- 
mained in the well another 25 min- 
utes until help camé to lift them 
out. Firemen eventually pushed 


the stone aside and hauled them 
out. 

Mrs. Dumont was taking a horse 
for a drink with Garry toddling 
at her side. She suddenly missed 
him and looked just in time t0 see 
the tot disappear past the 16-inch 
millstone cover of the well. 

Unable to budge the heavy 
stone, the mother hurriedly un- 
dressed and forced her way 
through. the narrow opening. 

She shouted to Melvin Mason, 
12, to get her a pail. The boy 
dropped it into the well and Mrs. 
Dumont put the baby in it—hold- 
ing the bucket on the surface of 
the water with outstretched hands. 
On her instructions, the Mason 
boy ran more than a mile to the 
nearest telephone to summon help.

Police said they would question 
Playmates to learn if the two 
pulled the doors closed accidental- 
ly or whether they had been shut 
by other children. They could not 
be-opened from the inside. 


DOG SHOT 50 TIMES

Smokey, a partly blind dog 
owned by Mrs. Thelma Schumach- 
er, 712 Lagro avenue, Lemay, died 
yesterday of the effects of about 
00 air rifle pellets fired at it by 
neighborhood children.

The Government’s chief pur- 
chasing officer, Jess Larson, as- 
sured the Senators before the hear- 
ings closed that the middleman in 
government contracting is on the 
way out, 

Larson, who heads the new 
government services administra- 
tion, testified that he, Secretary of 
Defense ‘Johnson and Budget Di- 
rector Frank Pace had worked out 
a plan to make direct contracting 
easier for small business men, 


Blacklist for Unethical. 

Unethical firms will be black- 
listed and fedéral employes warned 
about taking favors, Larson said, 
adding: 

“It is my honest opinion that 
this procedure, together with the 
policy of decentralizing procure- 
ment and the maintaining of ade- 
quate, courteous and efficient in- 
formation centers will cause the 
‘so-called five percenter to wane 
and die because there will be no 
need for his services.” 

The term five percenter has 
been used to describe those who 
seek out government contracts for 
others for a fee—usually 5 per cent. 
That activity isn’t illegal, but the 
Senate group has been searching 
for signs that it involved “influ- 
ence peddling.” 

Next Phase of Inquiry. 

No sooner had the committee 

suspended hearings for the pres- 
ent than some members began to 
look toward the time when the 
inquiry resumes. 
* When that time comes, William 
Helis, oil operator and racing fig- 
ure, probably will take over the 
spotlight which centered during 
the first phase of the investiga- 
tion on Maj. Gen. Harry H. 
Vaughan of St. Louis, President 
Truman’s Army aide. 

Senators Mundt (Rep.), South 
Dakota; McCarthy (Rep.), Wis- 
consin, and Margaret Chase Smith 
(Rep.), Maine, all have demanded 
a chance to question Helis.

Recommendation to Dyer. 
Egenriether ll continue as 
chief until his vacation ends Sept. 
10, the Mayor said. Darst said 
he will recommend Kammann to 
Director of Public Safety Myles 
P. Dyer for appointment as chief. 
Kammann ranked first in civil 
service examinations for the job. 
After the conference with Egen- 
riether in the Mayor’s office, Darst 
said to reporters: “I’ve said sev- 
eral times that I'll appoint the 
high man as chief. Don’t you be- 
eve me?” 

In answer to further questions, 
the Mayor said he had never met 
Kammann or Acting Chief Hugh 
Lyon, who ranked second on the 
examination. . The Mayor added 
that he met Egenriether for the 
first time at their conference to-

ther, who came out of 
the meeting before the Mayor, re- 
lated Darst told him that “legal 
technicalities” prevented the 

Mayor from permitting Egen- 
riether to withdraw his resigna- 
tion. Darst reminded Egenriether 
that he had said several times that 
the highest scorer on the civil 
service examination would be ap- 
pointed chief. 

When Darst offered him the two 
lesser posts, Egenriether said, “I 
gave that quite a bit of thought, 
But I feel that when I resigned, 
I was fighting. for principles that 
I regard as right, e 
“Under those circumstances, I 
just can’t accept a lesser position. 
I have to live with myself and I 
have to live with my conscience. 
“If I took a lesser job, it would 
be like admitting I was wrong in 
the first place and I don’t think 
I was wrong.” 

Quit in Economy Dispute. 
Egenriether quit Aug. 3 rather 
than assume responsibility for dis- 
missing 124 firemen in an econ- 
omy move. suggested by the city 
administration. Later, the plan 
was abandoned. 

The Mayor told Egenriether, the 
latter related, that he was sorry 
that Egenriether “couldn’t see his 
way Clear to accept a lesser posi- 
tion.” As Egenriether left the of- 
fice, Darst said to him: “If you 
change your mind, get in touch 
with me,” the chief related. 
Egenriether made it clear to 
reporters that he would make no 
further effort to get back in the 
fire department in any capacity, 
He said he would “have to do 
sometihng” to earn a living but 
he had no plans yet. His sole in- 
come is a $50 a month pension. 
Egenriether related that his 
friends “almost unanimously asked 
me to go back to the department 
in a lesser position, but I just 
can’t see myself clear to do that.” 
Friendly Conversation. 
Both Egenriether and the Mayor 
said their conversation had been 
on a very friendly basis. Darst 
said: “Egenriether impressed me 
as a man of very good character, 
“Of course, he’s got his own cone 
science and I’ve got mine. I can’t 
be responsible for what’s in anoth- 
er man’s mind. I say that in the 
friendliest spirit.” 
Asked who would be appointed 
fire marshal to replace Kammann, 
the Mayor said he would have to 
diseuss that with Dyer.

posed by legitimate authorities, 
and not even fear to bring upon 
himself the weighty sanctions of 
canon law leveled against his 
grave violations of duty as a re- 
ligious, as a priest, and as an 
ordinary member of the church. 

The censure apparently re- 
ferred to Father Feeney’s vigorous 
public attacks on archdiocesan 
leaders including Archbishop Cush- 
ing and the Most Rev. John J. 
Wright, auxiliary bishop. 

Father Feeney indicated he was 
not satisfied with the archbishops

Terms Teachings Inconsistent. 

‘It called the Center’s teachings 
“inconsistent” with the pronounce- 
ments of Pope Pius XII. The 
Center is operated as a Catholic 
study group near Harvard Uni- 
versity Yard in Cambridge. 

“It is beyond understanding how 
St. Benedict’s Center can consist- 
ently claim to be a Catholic school, 
and desire to be called such, while 
actually refusing to conform to 
the prescriptions of canon law, 
and while functioning as a source 
of discord and revolt against 
church authority, and as a cause 
of great upset to many con- 
sciences.” 

Archbishop Cushing on April 18 
placed the Center under interdict 
and ordered Catholics to stay 
away, saying it was “henceforth 
totally without ecclesiastical ap- 
probation.” However, the Center 
is still open. 

At the same time, the prelate 
disclosei Father Feeney had been 
deprived of his priestly functions 
since Jan. 1 “for defying the or- 
ders of his legitimate superiors 
and because of grave offense 
against the general laws of the 
Catholic church.”

TRAVEL TAXABLE 


Selling Passages to Avoid 
15 Pct, Levy Reported 
Booming in Canada and 
Mexico.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 2 (UP)— 
The Internal Revenue Bureau 
ruled today that purchases of 
train, airplane or boat tickets by 
Americans anywhere for use in 
the United States are subject to 
the 15 per cent federal tax. 

The ruling was made to com- 
bat the purchase of transportation 
tickets by Americans in either 
Canada or Mexico to avoid the 
federal transportation tax. 

There was some doubt, however, 
as to just how effective the ruling 
would be. 

The bureau said the tax applies 
to “payments” made in the United 
States. It described the transmit- 
tal of funds across the borders for 
such purchases as_ constituting 
“payment” in the sense of the 
law. 

The Revenue Bureau said that 
the tax is due on transportation 
used in the United States even 
though the tickets are purchased 
by mail or telegraph, or if ar- 
rangements are made with travel 
bureaus outside the country for 
travel, within the continental 
United States. 

Americans planning lengthy 
train or plane trips within the 
United States have been buying 
their tickets through Canadian or 
Mexican ticket offices, thus avoid- 
ing the 15 -per cent tax. 

Such business is booming in 
Canada. It is reported that the 
airlines have set up branch offices 
in Windsor, Ontario, across the 
river from Detroit, to handle the 
huge increase in travel business. 

All such pufchases outside the 
United States have meant less 
money for the Treasury through 
lost taxes. 


288 COWHIDES - 
IN TRANSMISSION 
BELT MADE HERE

A leather power transmission 
belt 54 inches wide and 126 feet 
long—one of the largest in the 
Middle West—has been manufac- 
tured in St. Louis for the Alton 
Box Board Co, 

Replacement of the old belt, 
which transmits power from the 
company’s steam plant to its paper 
mill, became necessary several 
weeks ago when deterioration was 
noticed. Temporary repairs were 
made by the Semmelmeyer Co., 
720 North Second street, which 
then got the job of making a new 
one. 

John A. Semmelmeyer, head of 
the firm, said it was the largest 
ever made by his plant and one of 
the largest made in recent years 
by any St. Louis factory. The belt 
is three fourths of an inch thick 
and weighs more than a ton. A to- 
tal of 288 cowhides provided four 
thicknesses of leather. Semmel- 
meyer said the belt contains 
enough leather for 17,000 men’s 
shoe soles.

They charged that the FCC act- 
ed beyond its powers in ruling 
that the popular “jackpot” shows 
fall under lottery laws, and 
claimed further that the programs 
cannot be classified as lotteries. 

All three suits asked that the 
FCC be enjoined from enforcing 
the ruling, scheduled to become 
effective Oct. 1, and that the regu- 
lation itself be declared illegal. 

The. suits asked for trial by a 
three-judge statutory court, which 
would permit appeal directly to 
the United States Supreme Court. 
It was expected the three suits 
would be heard as one case. 

N.B.C. said the ruling would kill

Black Borders, Numbers on 
Red Suits For Navy Men 
on Night Duty. 


NEW LONDON, Conn., Sept. 2 
(AP)—The Navy reports some- 
thing new in-reconversions to 
meet a military emergency — re- 
designed packs of playing cards. 

The service had to order a new 
color scheme for the hearts and 


diamonds in the deck for this rea- 
son: 


Night-duty s@bmarine and avia- 
tors wear special red glasses to 
prepare their eyes for quick adap- 
tation to night vision when called 
to topside duty. 

The glasses worked fine from 
the night vision angle, but there 
was a big hitch: The boys found 
that the glasses literally made a 
rough deal out of card-playing in 
their quarters before duty time. 
Since the glasses were red the 
spots on the red cards were hard 
to see. 

The Navy settled the problem 
this way: 

It put black borders around all 
the hearts and diamonds and al] 
the numbers on those cards were 
made black also. In addition, 
special symbols were placed on the 
card edges to facilitate vision. 

In the redesigned decks—made 
up by a card company according 
to Navy specificatidns—the spades 
and clubs are the same as in an 
ordinary deck. 

This sidelight on the war effort 

was explained yesterday by Lt. 
Comdr. Dean Farnsworth head of 
the color vision section of the 
Navy’s big submarine base at New 
London.

Louis, has the check letter “C” 
and has a face plate No. 23, with 
back plate No. 592.

SIX-POINT AGENDA 
FOR US,-BRITISH 
TALKS EXPECTED 


Fact-Finding Negotiators 
Hope to Complete Plan 
Today for Dollar Crisis 


Conference. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 12 (AP)— 
A tentative six-point plan for help- 
ing Britain out of its financial 
crisis is expected today from final 
discussions of American, British 
and Canadian fact-finding offi- 
cials. 


Representatives of the three 
governments have been meeting 
twice daily for the last week to 
explore the problem of Britain’s 
dwindling gold and dollar re- 
serves. They hope to complete an 
agenda today that will permit 
their foreign ministers next week 
to discuss these points: 

1. Reducing further British 
purchases from the United States 
and increasing buying in non- 
dollar areas wherever possible. 

2. Streamlining American cus- 
toms rules to encourage more 
British exporters to send their 
goods to the United States. 

3. Easing provisions of the 
1946 British loan agreement to 
permit Britain to slow up pur- 
chases of American goods in 
favor of those from non-dollar 
countries. 

4. Increasing American pur- 
chases of British Commonwealth 
tin and rubber. The United 
States has been buying limited 
quantities to stockpile for an 
emergency. 

5. Increasing American eco- 
nomic help to Southeast Asian 
members of the British Com- 
monwealth to ease their demands 
on Britain's scarce dollar sup- 
ply. The countries involved are 
reported to be India, Pakistan 
and Malaya, along with Burma 
which is no longer in the com- 
monwealth. 

6. Calling a new tariff-cutting 
conference some time next year 
to reduce duties on British ex- 
ports to the United States. 

Stop-Gap Measures. 

The steps are intended as stop- 

gap measures. Officials agree 
they will not by themselves solve 
Britain’s long-range problem: its 
inability to earn enough dollars to 
pay for what it buys from the 
United States and Canada. 
The basic solution to this is be- 
lieved to be an intensive drive by 
the Labor Government to reduce 
British production costs and thus 
make it easier for British products 
to compete in the world market. 
This long-range problem will be 
handed to the foreign and finance 
ministers of the three govern- 
ments meeting here Sept. 7 to 
study the dollar-pound crisis. 

Despite ne progress made in 
the fact-finding talks, officials of 
the three governments are still. 
Pessimistic about the chances of 
finding any long-range solution at 
current meetings.

Reduction in the number of 
Aldermen to 15 was recommended 
last night by the St. Louis League 
of Women Voters. The league in 


a statement to the Legislative 
Committee of the Board of Free- 
holders suggested that the Board 
of Aldermen be composed of 
seven members elected at large, 
seven elected by wards or districts 
and a president elected at large. 

The present board is composed 
of 28 members elected by wards 
and a president elected at large. 

The suggestions were made at a 
public hearing conducted by the 
committee at Kiel Auditorium. 
The committee will make recom- 
mendations to the Board of Free- 
holders which is writing a new 
city charter. 

Other Changes Proposed. 

Other changes urged by the 
league were increases in salaries 
for the Aldermen and providing 
for their election with an “office- 
type” ballot instead of ballots 
which list all candidates for of- 
fice under party columns. The 
“office-type” ballots would list all 
candidates for one office under 
that office and the party designa- 
tion would be printed alongside 
each candidate’s name. 

Mrs. Richard Hoffman, acting 
president of the league, said that 
a smaller legislative body would 
provide adequate representation 
and “a more effective deliberative 
body.” 

A smaller body, she said, en- 
courages a larger sense of respon- 
sibility and accountability by each 
member in group decisions. 

St. Louis has tried both the 
method of electing aldermen at 
large and the method of electing 
them by wards and neither has 
been entirely satisfactory, she 
stated. By combining the two 
methods, she said the League be-

both would be offset. 
View of Professor. 

David W. Salmon, a professor 
of political science at Washington 
University, said he also believed 
that the legislative body of the 
city should not contain more than 
15 members. “Bodies larger than 
that must necessarily break down 
into committees,” he said, “and 
there is not enough open discus- 
sion.

A concentrated effort to remove 
all dead and dangerous trees from 
Tower Grove park will be begun 
about the end of this month, it 


was announced today by Miss Ber- 
nice Gurney, park superintendent. 

With a limited staff dispersed 
among summer recreational ac- 
tivities, the work has been prog- 
ressing slowly during the summer. 
Fifteen men are to give most of 
their time to the project when 
warm weather ends. 

About 300 dead trees are scat- 
tered about the park, but special 
comment has been made about a 
dozen tall elms and sycamores 
which have a ghostly look as they 
stand dry and bare along the 
north side of Arsenal street west 
of Morganford road to Kingshigh- 
way. 

Miss Gurney said the trees were 
recognized by the park adminis- 
tration as a hazard and cited prog- 
ress made in removing them. “Of 
11,409 trees in the park in 1942, 
a large proportion were damaged 
by windstorms of September 1946 


and December 1948. We still had 
320 dead trees to remove at the 
beginning of 1949. After 103 were 
taken out during 1948. 

“In addition, there were 40 
stumps left when trees were blown 
over by high winds, and at least 
600 trees need trimming because 
of injuries. Many of the elms and 
sycamores were stricken by dis- 
ease, and damage resulting from 
storms is still showing up.” 

O. E. Buder, vice president of 
the Tower Grove park board of 
commissioners, explained that 
funds were lacking to hire addi- 
tional men this summer for tree 
removal. He said the city had 
been approached, but that its 
workers had their own heavy bur- 
den of tree removal because of 
recent storms. Tower Grove park 
receives money for maintenance 
from a trust fund of the Henry 
Shaw estate supplemented by 
sums from the city under the 
terms of the Shaw grant. The city 
is already contributing more than 
required under the terms of the 
grant, Buder added.

PROSPECTS DIM 
FOR NEW CROWDER 
SENILE HOSPITAL 


Gov. Smith Says Original 
| Cost Estimate of $900,- 
000 Is Off; Would Be 
Nearer $2,000,000.

JEFFERSON CITY, Sept. 2— 
Delay in establishing a proposed 
state hospital for custodial care 
of senile mental patients now 
housed in state institutions for the 
insane is probable, Gov. Forrest 
Smith said today, because of ob- 
stacles encountered in obtaining 


desired surplus hospital equipment 
from the Federal Government. 

Smith returned here today after 
spending several days in Washing- 
ton attempting to obtain assurance 
from the War Assets Administra- 
tion and other federal agencies 
that equipment would be made 
available for the proposed 2715- 
room hospital at Camp Crowder, 
former Army post in southwest 
Missouri. 

“The prospect is not too bright,” 
Smith said. “Much of the equip- 
ment formerly used in. the Army 
hospital building at Camp Crow- 
der, which the state is taking over, 
has been moved elsewhere and 
sold, or is not available. Federal 
agencies may be able to furnish 
equipment for 1000 rooms, but the 
state will have to bid on it against 
others. 

“I had hped that transfer of 
senile patients from the present 
state hospitals to Camp Crowder 
might begin after the first of the 
year, but there will be’ further de- 
lays. The outcome depends on 
— the Legislature will do about 

Cost Estimate Up. 

Smith said he had estimated the 
new hospital at Camp Crowder 
could be placed in operation with 
a state expenditure of about $900,- 
000, if full equipment could be ob- 
tained from the Federal Govern- 
ment. If the equipment does not 
become available, the initial 
amount required may be about 
$2,000,000 Smith said. No appro- 
priation for this purpose has been 
made by the Legislature, 

The Governor said he would 
make some recommendations, not 
yet prepared, to the Legislature 
after it reconvenes for the fall ses- 
sion. The House will reconvene 
on Sept. 20 and the Senate on 
Oct. 11. 

Smith said he had hoped to ob- 
tain an outright grant of federal 
surplus equipment, but learned 
the state will have to bid on pur- 
chase of any available equipment. 

Smith said the state would have 
to do one of two things to release 
present overcrowding in the six 
state hospitals for mental pa- 
tient: “Either build new wings on 
buildings at the present hospitals, 
or fix up Camp Crowder.” 

Sold on Iea. 

“T am completely sold on the 
idea that taking over the Camp 
Crowder hospital, for senile pa- 
stients, is the best solution,” 
Smith said. “We are short on staff 
doctors in the hospitals, which 
are overcrowded. Transfer from 
these hospitals of senile patients, 
who require only custodial care, 
will give the doctors more oppor- 
tunity to look after the mental 
patients who need special medical 
care.” 

The six state hospitals for men- 
tal patients now house about 13,- 
000 patients. It has been estimated 
that at least 3200 of these pa- 
tients are of the senile type, large- 
ly riquiring only custodial care, 
Smith said.

Requests Regulations

A request that the Missouri Pub- 
lic Service Commission adopt a 
set of rules and regulations gov- 
erning the operation, service and 
equipment of streetcars and busses 
of the Public Service Co. was 
filed today with the commission 


by City Counselor James E. Crowe, 

While the commission has always 
had jurisdiction over street rail-. 
way operations, Crowe explained, 
it was not until an amendment to 
the Public Service Commission 
Act was adopted in 1947 that it 
acquired jurisdiction also over 
busses operated in connection with 
a unified street railway system. 

Until 1947, rules regulating 
busses were formulated by the St. 
Louis Board of Public Service, 
and the city’s petition attached a 
copy of those rules as suggesting 
the type of regulations the city 
had found desirable. 

These regulations include, among 
other things, such matters as 
overcrowding of vehicles, obstruct- 
ing the operator’s vision; safety 
exits, location of stops, manner of 
receiving and discharging passen- 
gers, qualifications of drivers and 
the like. 

The city asked the commission 
to order a public hearing on the 
request before it promulgates such 
a set of orders and regulations.

Forty barges of the Federal 
Berge Lines have been denied 
cargo insurance because of their 
dilapidated condition and there is 
a likelihood that 50 others may 
not pass the underwriters tests,

PANEL DENOUNCES 
LENIENCY SHOWN 
DRUNKEN DRIVERS 


Speakers in Discussion 
Agree Crackdown Is 
Needed Before Of- 


fender Kills Someone. 


The leniency accorded drunken 


| drivers in St. Louis was denounced 


last night in a panel discussion 
broadcast by Radio Station KXOK. 


Speakers were Louis H. Antoine, 
chairman of the street and high- 
way safety committee of the Safe- 
ty Council of Greater St. Louis; 
Lt. Roland J. Schumacher of the 
Police Traffic Bureau; Alderman 
Alfred I. Harris of the Twenty- 
second Ward, and Eugene H. 
Buder and John F. Nangle, attor- 
neys. 

The time to crack down on in- 
toxicated drivers is before they 
kill or injure someone, it was 
agreed. Providing severe punish- 
ment only in aggravated cases— 
the policy now followed in the po- 
lice courts here—was termed 
“locking the barn door after the 
horse has been stolen.” 

“We will have to deal with 
wait until an intoxicated driver 
has killed someone,” Antoine de- 
clared. He is conducting an in- 
vestigation to determine what 
should be done to combat drunk- 
en driving, which has increased by 
80 per cent this year.

Cites Mitchell Case. 

Citing the case of Margaret 
Mitchell, the author who was 
killed by an intoxicated motorist 
in Atlanta, Ga., Antoine said, “It 
seems tragic that we must wait 
until somebody dies to take deci- 
sive action. The living should be 
thought of rather than the dead.” 

Lt. Schumacher reported that 
only one of the 52 traffic fatalities 
in St. Louis this year resulted 
from drunken driving. “But do we 
have to wait until somebody is 
killed?” he asked. 

Buder said other Missouri cities 
have not pursued the lenient pol- 
icy followed in St. Louis. 

“If you’re going to wait for an 
aggravated case of drunken driving 
to use the felony rather than the 
misdemeanor punishment,” he de- 
clared, “it’s like waiting until the 
horse is out of the barn. The rest 
of the state has been willing to use 
the state law providing severe 
punishment. With the idea of 
prevention, other cities have not 
always waited for aggravated cir- 
cumstances. They have cracked 
down even in cases where nobody 
was hurt.” 


Blames Witnesses. 

Alderman Harris, who has an- 
nounced that he will sponsor leg- 
islation to facilitate prosecution of 
intoxicated motorists, said a large 
part of the blame for drunken 
driving in St. Louis rests on citi- 
zens who are not willing to testify 
when they witness accidents. 

“Too many caseg are dismissed 
for want of evidence proving that 
the defendant actually was behind 
the wheel,” he declared. “That’s 
no reflection on the prosecutor or 
the judge. It’s the people of St. 
Louis I blame.” 

Nangle said Missouri Supreme 
Court opinions have followed the 
line that prosecution based on a 
physical examination of a defend- 
ant is unconstitutional because 
such an examination enters the 
realm of self-incrimination. “A 
ehemical test for intoxication 
would be against the trend of 
Missouri law, but we can change 
with the times,” he declared, 

“A public &4wakening is needed 
to affect the Supreme Court,” Lt. 
Schumacher asserted. He added 
that the intoxication test taken by 
@ person under arrest “must be 
voluntary, the same as a con- 
fession.” 

Antoine said the American Med- 
ical Association has approved the 
chemical test when administered 
by an M.D., and the Federal Bur- 
eau of Investigation has helped 
establish test procedure in other 
cities. He will go to Cleveland 
and Detroit to study their use of 
sobriety tests, and will have a re- 
port on his investigation within 
30 days, he announced.

The drunkometer, or Harger 
breath test, Brennan explained in 
his opinion for the court, meas- 
ures alcohol in the blood by weigh- 
ing the liquor in one cubic centi- 
meter of breath and multiplying it 


by ' 

He said the key process in the 
drunkometer into which the per- 
son blows is determining the 
weight of carbon dioxide deposited 
in a tube by the breath. 

“The difference in weight is so 
minute,” Brennan added, “that its 
detection requires the use of a 
scale of great sensitivity, an an- 
alytical balance, to a very fine de- 
gree, down to a tenth of one milli- 
gram,”

TAN MUSIAL, the Cardinals’ 
S pin-up boy over several sea- 

sons, who has helped pin sev- 
eral pennants to the flagpole, 
is a cover boy now. His por- 
trait is on the cover of this 
week’s Time, weekly news mag- 
azine, bordered by eight doughty 
Redbirds that the Cardinals 
could do well to borrow for au- 
tomobile stickers. 

A reporter for Time traveled 
with the Cardinals during their 
last trip (sure, on the road, you 
dope) and his description of 
The Man’s stance at the plate is 
interesting. 

“Before squaring off on the 
left side of the plate,” Time’s 
reporter writes, “he limbers up 
with a hula-like motion, bat 
held above his head, hips and 
shoulders waggling. It looks a 
little ridiculous, but it helps to 
loosen him up and opposing 
pitchers do not laugh. Before 
the pitch, he goes into a crouch 


in the far outside corner of the 

batter’s box, stands motionless 
as a statue, his feet close to- 
gether, knees bent, body slanted 
forward. 

“In his stance, Musial] is the 
antithesis of the American 
League’s great left-handed slug- 
ger, Ted Williams, a stand-up 
hitter who crowds the plate and 
hits so consistently to right field 
that opposing clubs shift most of 
their defense to the right side of 
the field when he bats. Musial’s 
striding swing brings him diag- 
onally forward in what is almost 
a flank attack on the ball. He 
can reach an outside pitch and 
send it lining to left field, or 
rifle it through the  pitcher’s 
box; he can meet a close-in 
pitch and thump it to right. No- 
body pulls the ‘Williams shift’ 
on a man who can spray his hits 
around the full 90-degree arc of 
the playing field.”

T’S a good piece about Mu- 
| sia, despite one error, which, 

in a magazine like Time, sent 
even the long-memoried guys 
scurrying to the record book.

As we recall it, Stan didn’t 
like the idea of playing near his 
home. ...

.».. So they sent him to Wil- 
liamson. A left-handed pitcher, 
Stan gave up his tos plate after 
suffering an injury to his shoul- 
der in the uniform of the Day- 
tona Beach club in 1940. He was 
playing outfield between pitch- 
ing assignments. 

Then in. 1941 he got on the 
express elevator. He started at 
Springfield, jumped quickly to a 
crying Rochester club and fin- 
ished the season walloping the 
ball for the Cardinals. 

And you know the story since 
then.

Finishes 
In Races

Artistically last night’s opening 
program of the fall harness horse 
race meeting at Fairmount Park 
Raceways was a success, but fi- 
nancially it was not too good. In 
fact, the mutuel handle was the 
smallest of any of the four open- 
ing nights at the Collinsville 
course. 

A total of 7614 fans wagered a 
total,of $73,148 on the nine races, 
an average of less than $10 per 
person for the evening. 

When the sulky sport was in- 
troduced here in May of 1948 a 
total of $76,408 went through the 
mutuel windows. Last fall’s open- 
ing crowd bet $81,298, while last 
spring the handle was $124,583. 

Just what caused the drop last 
night was hard to tell. The races 
were all close, with no fewer than 
five photo finishes and in several 
instances no fewer than five 
horses came down the stretch 
heads apart. However, one thing, 
it was cool. It was a peculiar 
gathering. Some came in shirt 
sleeves, while others (the smarter 
ones) brought top coats. In no 
race did the handle go over the 
$10,000 mark, the $9261 bet on the 
eighth event being top figure for 
the night. And after this fans 
began to leave and the total for 
the final race was $8568. 

Spill in .Seventh. 


Those fans who came _ were 
treated to a “spill” in the seventh 
race. Frisco McKay, with Bob 
Silliphant driving, made a bid too 
soon on the first turn and stepped 
on the sulky pulled by Winsocki, 
with Jack (Two-Hole) Brown at 
the reins. Brown had no chance 
to pull out so the two went down. 
Fortunately neither driver nor 
horse was injured, Only damage 
was to the sulky in which Brown 


was riding, which showed a bent 
wheel. 

This added spice to the program 
which provided more than its 
share of the thrills. 

One odds-on choice and three 
long shots came through with vic- 
tories. In the first, Concert Master, 
driven by Jim Fitzpatrick hit the 
winner’s circle at $3.20 for $2 and 
with King Revere, which paid 
$16.40, made up a daily double 
worth $56. 

Jane’s Girl caught the even 
money favorite Graphophone 70 
yards from home in the fourth 
and paid $29.80 for $2. Then in 
the ninth, Little Fish, with C. 
Russell in the sulky, proved any- 
thing but a “fish” and came home 
at $29.60 for $2. This was the 
second half of the $1500 divided 
trot feature, the first having been 
won by the Collinsville owned 
Skipeer, which won from Miss 
Bovee, pacemaker for most of the 
distance, by a narrow Margin.

Lake Michigan, noticed small eel- 
shaped parasites with suction- 
cupped mouths attached to some 
of the trout. A few of the fish 
were dead, others scarred so they 
could not be sold. The fishermen 
asked wildlife experts to take a 
look. The answer: the parasite 
was the sea lamprey, a sort of 
marine vampire which sucks the 
blood of its victims. It was not 
native to the Great Lakes and 
hadn’t been seen there before. 

The fishermen were annoyed— 
not so much by the loss involved, 
for it was small, but by the added 
task of sorting out the spoiled fish. 

That parasite, mere annoyance 
in 1936,.today threatens the de- 
struction of the entire Great 
Lakes fishing industry—the na- 
tion’s richest source of fresh-water 
fish for both commerce and re- 
creation—according to officials of 
the Department of the Interior’s 
Fish and Wildlife Service. And 
little, if anything, can be done to 
control it. 

So great has been the spread of 
the sea lamprey that the Lake 
Michigan, trout yield has been 
more than cut in half; the trout 
| catch in the American waters of 
}Lake Huron has been all but 
wiped out, and now the lamprey 
is turning to other fish. 


life Service tell the story: Fisher- 
men on the American side of Lake 
Huron used to catch 1,720,000 
pounds of lake trout annually. 
From 1936 to 1939 the yield 
dropped to 1,345,000 pounds. In 
1940 the take fell below 1,000,000 
pounds—and last year it was less 
than 5000 pounds. A similar fate 
befell trout in the Canadian waters 
of Lake Huron. 

Lake Michigan trout are facing 
the same situation. From 1879 to 
1945, the average annual take was 
somewhat over 6,000,000 pounds. 
In 1946 it dropped to less than 
4,000,000, in 1947 to less than 2,500,- 
000 and in 1948 to a little more 
than 1,000,000 pounds or one-sixth 
of the normal catch. 

The lake trout is a popular 
“fighting” fish which reaches a 
large size. “Deep-sea” sport troll- 
ing for it has expanded greatly in 
the last decade. Sport fisheries of 
the Great Lakes are probably on 
a par with commercial operations. 
Now that the lake trout is so 
reduced in abundance, the sea lam-

But Much of Bill Still Is Up in Air 


Congress Conferees Must Settle Such Issues 
as Workers to Be Covered and Authority 
for U.S. to Force Payment of Back Pav

HE wage-hour law will be changed. The House and Senate have 


agreed on that, but they haven’t agreed on exactly what changes 
to make in it. They have passed two different bills, agreeing on 


some changes in the present law, disagreeing on others. Now a com- 
mittee of Senators and Representatives must compromise their dif- 


ferences in a single bill. 


Then that must be approved by 
the full House and Senate. The 
approval is pretty certain. Not 
until then, though, will the law be 
changed. Until then it is impos- 
sible to say precisely what the 
new law will be. 

Under the wage-hour law passed 
in 1938, workers employed by 
firms doing business across state 
lines—with some exceptions—must 
now: 

1. Be paid no less than 40 


agreed to by most of the chief 
policy-makers in the Government. 
It has been arrived at after a 
whole series of conversations at 
the highest level both here and 
abroad. It calls for the promotion 
of two great economic, political, 
and strategic groupings within the 
overall structure of the Atlantic 
Pact.

The second conclusion is that 
Britain’s real interests lie in close 
collaboration with the Western 
hemisphere, since it is only this 
which makes it possible for Brit- 
ain to remain a great world 
power. Moreover, it is in the real 
interest of the United States that 
British world power, and thus the 
close Anglo-American strategic 
partnership, be maintained. A 
close-knit Anglo-American-Cana- 
dian grouping is the logical out- 
come of these mutual interests. 
That this bold concept has been 
fairly generally accepted will mean

Task of Statute Revision. 

The statute revision work is the 
drudgery that is on the program 
for the legislators. Under the 
Constitution there must be publi- 
cation of a compilation of al] state 
laws at 10-year intervals with 
elimination of laws that have been 
declared unconstitutional by the 
Supreme Court and laws that have 
been repealed in the 10-year pe- 
riod, and with the reconciliation 
of conflicting statutes. 
It is necessary for the Legisla- 
ture to pass acts to carry out this 
purpose. About 300 bills were pre- 
pared by the Legislative Research 
Committee, half being introduced 
in the Senate and half in the 
House. The Senate passed its 
bills, but for some unexplained 
reason Speaker Roy Hamlin 
blocked House action, He said the 
work could be done in September.

This is an important point to 
keep in mind as the congressional 
committee works out an agree- 
ment: 

Under the present law, if an em- 
ployer owes an employe back mini- 
mum pay or overtime, the only 
way the employe can collect is to 
sue his boss. The Wage-Hour Ad- 
ministration can’t sue or compel 
the boss to pay up. 

Under the Senate bill (but not 
the House bill) the wage-hour aé@- 
ministrator can sue the employer 
for the worker. Whether the 
House will agree to that, thus let- 
ting it become law, remains to be 
seen. 

Some Businesses Exempt. 

Under both the present and pro- 
posed law no business is covered 
if its trade is done entirely within 
a state. Not all businesses that do 
trade across state lines are cov- 
ered. 

For example: A retail outlet like 
a restaurant, barber shop, beauty 
shop or shoe repair shop is not 
affected by the law if its business 
is entirely within a state.

Against Tall Housing 
Zo the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

I view with great concern the city’s 
proposal to solve its housing problem by 
efecting 13-story buildings to care for 
tenants in the lower rental brackets. 

Personally I cannot visualize this type 
of tenant relying upon elevators for 
service. Such tenants usually have chil- 
dren, and children go and come and 
have to contact the ground often during 
the day. 

Groceries and supplies have to be 
.breught in. Laundry has to be taken 
up and down. Papa coming home from 
work sweaty and tired is not going to 
look ‘with favor upon waiting until he 
can get an elevator to take him to his 
apartment. 

The argument is that it saves light 
and air by providing a larger percentage 
of open space around each building. My! 
where are they proposing to build these 
palaces that ground is so dear? 

If tall buildings offer the best solution, 
why have other communities failed to 
discover their value? Before proceeding 


with these tall buildings, a thorough in- * 


vestigation should be made by trained, 
disinterested authorities, and the public 
reassured as to their practicability be- 
fore it is too late.

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Problem in Japan 


General MacArthur made the fourth anni- 
versary of Japan’s surrender the occasion for a 
review of the nation’s recovery. His was an op- 
timistic report. He cited impressive political, 
social and economic gains. He also pointed to a 
population gain of 9,500,000, bringing the total 
to 81,870,000. 

But a heavy shadow lies across this picture 


of improvement. Those 81,870,000 Japanese is- - 


landers are dependent on trade just as the Brit- 
ish islanders are dependent on trade. In the 
case of the Japanese, this means a large meas- 
ure of trade with China. And much of China is 
now in Communist hands. , 

So far, the American occupation authorities 
have been discouraging this trade, although they 
have not forbidden it entirely. Indeed, they now 
believe that it should be stepped up. That, of 
course, is a grave policy matter which should 
be decided in Washington. So, according to Cor- 
respondent Keyes Beech, the arguments for 
trade with China are being presented to Army 
Under Secretary Tracy Voorhees who is now 
in Tokyo. 

Perhaps the strongest argument is based on 
consideration for the American taxpayer. Despite 
the progress réported by General MacArthur, 
Japan is far from self-sufficiency. At present, 
it is costing the American taxpayer more than 
$1,000,000 a day to make up the difference be- 
tween what the Japanese need and what they 
are supplying for themselves. 


There is no thought as yet of ending the oc- 
cupation. But an economy-minded Congress may 
be expected to think more and more of cutting 
its cost. One way of doing that would be to stop 
shipping American coal to Japan at a cost of 
$24 a ton when Chinese coal can be delivered 
in Japan for $12 a ton. 

‘Economically, ‘prewar Japan and China relied 
on each other heavily. Japan got 20 per cent 
of her imports from China and sent 30 per cent 
of her exports to China. But so far this year 


there has been only about $8,000,000 of trading ° 


between them—just about what the occupation 
costs the United States in one week. 

Both Japan and China want to increase this 
considerably. The question is: Should Washing- 
ton give its permission? Quite aside from the 
saving it would mean in the American budget, 
would it be wise to let the Chinese Communists 
have this obvious help? It seems inevitable that 
Japanese-Chinese trade will be resumed even- 
tually. Does Washington desire to guide this re- 
sumption? Or does it want to leave this to the 
Japanese after the occupation is ended? 

Is Washington convinced that American inter- 
ests are best served by an economic blockade 
of the Chinese Communists? Or is it convinced 
that Russia cannot meet their needs, and that 
they might be weaned from Moscow by calcu- 
lated aid? If so,. the sanctioning of a more nor- 
mal Japanese-Chinese trade might well be a 
first step. 


Authorities in Tokyo seem to be convinced “ 


that the step should o taken. Mr. Voorhees will 
take their arguments! to Washington. That is 
where the decision must be made. 
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St. Louis Wants a Bill of Rights 


One of the most gratifying experiences in re- 
cent months has been the response to the sug- 
gestion that the. Board of Freeholders should 
include a bill of rights in the new city charter. 
Letter after letter has seconded the suggestion. 

In one way or another, all of the writers ex- 
press their pride over the fact that St. Louis is 
a citadel of civil liberties. There are shortcom- 
ings in the record, some admit. Practice does 
not always square with conviction. But, on the 
whole, the record does support the manifested 
pride. 

It may be true that the guarantees of the 
Federal Constitution and the State Constitution 
are sufficiently strong bulwarks. But why take 
the community’s devotion to them for granted? 
Why not express it positively in the city’s basic 
law? 

It may be more than a pious hope to say that 
such a section in the charter would help to 
reduce such blemishes as, unfortunately, are in 
the record of St. Louis. 
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How Come? 


The way those Browns are behaving, they 
might have got a sudden smell of World Series 
money.- But the facts are that they have battled 
their triumphant. way from eighth to seventh 
place, and no Brownie can suffer from delusions 
of grandeur caused by proximity to a pennant.

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What Lobbyists Don’t Tell 

Defects in the Registration of Lobbying Act 
are being thrown into sharp relief by the 5 
percenter investigation in the Senate. Five Per- 
center James V. Hunt’s diary says, for instance, 
that Gen. Feldman, before being suspended as 
Army quartermaster general, asked him to lobby 
for retirement legislation for Army officers. 

Did Mr. Hunt report Gen, Feldman as an 
employer? The Lobbying Act requires lobbyists 
to record the names of their employers. If Gen. 
Feldman had been so recorded, a law that pro- 
hibits Army officers from lobbying would have 
done the rest. Did Mr. Hunt act for Gen. Feld- 
man but under the fiction of an informal friendly 
relationship rather than that of employer and 


employe? The Lobbying Act should be so fool- . 
_ proof that the informality dodge could not be 


used to get round it. 

Another good idea for improving the Lobbying 
Act, suggested by David Lawrence, is that it 
should be widened to cover the executive de- 
partment as well as the legislative. Nowadays 
when the executive agencies spend $45,000,000,- 
000 a year, and their officials exercise consider- 


able discretion in doing it, lobbyists. are alert 
to influence that discretion their way. 

It had also been apparent earlier that the 
Lobbying Act needs to be made more definite 
about financial matters. Lobbyists report expend- 
itures in the most general ways, when what is 
wanted is an accounting in really informative 
detail. 

As it stands now, obviously, the Registration 
of Lobbying Act is only a good start. If its 
shortcomings are promptly turned into correc- 
tions, it can accomplish much more to bring 
lobbying out into the open. 
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Gov. Smith Calls for Another Defeat 


Some of the most active opponents of Gov. 
Smith’s gasoline tax increase are against it for 
only one reason: because it would add 2 cents to 
the tax now in force. That is not a very. good 
reason. Sooner or later, Missouri motorists will 
have to pay a higher tax if the state’s highway 
system is to be maintained in its present fine 
shape. The cost of building and repairing roads 
has gone up like just about everything else. So 
Missouri must eventually resign itself to giving 
up its present bargain gas tax rate. 

Gov. Smith’s bill, however, it not worth this 
sacrifice. Admittedly, it is not quite as bad as 
the defeated Curry Amendment. But it ought 
to be better than it is. A good bill was pre- 
sented to the Governor by the advisory com- 
mittee headed by former Gov. Stark. The Gov- 
ernor, however, did not make a fight for this. 
He yielded to the pressure of the county court 
road lobby. 

In its place, he accepted a measure which 
wowd put an unfair burden on the cities, and 
which would permit loeal road-building groups 
to construct low-grade roads whose maintenance 
promises to be much-more expensive than their 
building. Perhaps worst of all, his bill clouds 
and narrows the authority of the State Highway 
Commission which has given the state such good 
roads for so little money. 

It took quite a fight in the Legislature to keep 
the Governor from forging this measure on the 
state willy-nilly by the device of an emergency 
clause. Having lost that fight, the Governor ndw 
is asking citizens not to sign referendum peti- 
tions which would give them a chance to accept 
or reject his measure. He should lose this 
fight, too. The bill should go to a referendum. 
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A new rolling pin has been invented which 
can’t be used for throwing at husbands. Next 
some clever fellow will be designing a dog 
house you can’t put anything in but a dog. 
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Fair Deal Victory No. 2 

More than five years after Franklin Roose- 
velt proclaimed a “bill of economic rights,” in- 
cluding “the right to earn enough to provide 
adequate food and clothing and recreation,” the 
Senate and House finally agreed to raise the 
minimum wage to 75 cents an hour. That’s an 
increase from the old $16 a week to $30, which 
is not excessive at today’s cost of living. 

President Truman early asked Congress to 
raise the wage floor. When the Eightieth Con- 
gress failed him, he made it one of his appeals 
for re-election. It is unfortunate that the Senate 
and House seem resolved to eliminate a few 
workers who have previously been under pro- 
tection of the Wage-Hour Act, and that farm 
laborers are still out in the cold. Next to the 
success of the public housing campaign, how- 
ever, the increased minimum does stack up as 
the Fair Deal’s No, 2 achievement to date. 

The reason for a wage floor is clear. When 
a person without physical and mental infirmities 
sells his services in the labor market, it is no 
longer considered decent to pay him less than 
the cost of maintaining himself. And it is simply 
not good public policy to let any worker be 
squeezed so hard that he suffers physical or 
mental impairment. Sometimes over-exploited 
human beings become costly public charges in 
hospitals and jails; sometimes they are easy 
pickings for subversive agitators; but in any 
event they cannot make their full contribution 
to national production and purchasing power. 

When floors go under jobs in interstate com- 
merce, they should also go under jobs in intra- 
state trade and service. For want of a state 
minimum wage law in Missouri, there have long 
been inequities between employes in factories 
and employes in such enterprises as restaurants, 
variety stores and laundries. The inequities be- 
come all the greater now that the federal mini- 
mum is increased. ‘The Missouri Legislature 
should not let another session end without re- 
moving them.

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Vaughan Should Bow Out 


As opinions on the Harry cae case, the 
comments of President Truman and Senator 
McCarthy have one thing in common, which is 
obscurity. Neither is primarily concernefl with 
the disclosures about the White House military 
aide. 

Mr. Truman’s flat statement that he would 
keep General Vaughan shows a characteristic 
personal loyalty which has caused trouble for 
the President in the past. He defended Ed Pauley 
and George Allen long after they were a lia- 
bility to his party and his program. Vaughan 
should be even more discomfiting, because his 
use of official influence to do favors, petty or 
not, reflects on the White House itself. 

But if the President follows blind loyalty, 
Senator McCarthy follows politics and not at all 
blindly. “If the President keeps Vaughan,” this 
Republican says, “it means that he not only 
indorses the New Deal and Fair Deal but also 
the Vaughan deals.” Only the most partisan mind 
would see any connection between these “deals.” 

While McCarthy repeats his promise that he 
is “just getting started,” his intimations of “un- 
limited graft” lie without proof. His committee 


has turned to other matters. If the Senator were _ 


really interested in studying the influence busi- 
ness, he might investigate the Washington law- 
yers for whom knowing the right people is big 
business, There is what Marquis Childs calls 
“pay. dirt.” 

The Vaughan case does not justify Senator 
McCarthy’s allegations, but the President can 
hardly find comfort in that. Mr. Truman can 
expect others to use Vaughan to try to embar- 


rass him, to deprive his Administration of public 
confidence and to block the legislation that: P|

Budget considerations and HCL explain the Government's evident 
weakening on farm price suport; nobody has yet devised a pro- 
gram that will give the farmer protection and not be wrecked 
by its own expensiveness, regimentation, politics and surpluses.

Many a reader doubless could hardly 
believe his eyes when he saw that Senator 
Lucas had said the Government goes too 
far with farm price support.‘ For Senator 
Lucas is not an individual expressing his 
own opinion. He is a majority leader of 
the Senate, therefore to be regarded as the 
Administration’s spokesman on policy. 
What goes on here? 

It is generally accepted that Harry S. 
Truman owes much to farmers for his re- 
election. When several traditionally Repub- 
lican farm belt states went Democratic last 
fall, they tipped the scales. And nobody 
doubted that they did so because they 
feared for the farm program, with its 
price supports and 
benefits, if the Ad- 
ministration went 
Republican. Gov. 
Dewey’s advisers, 
sensing this fear, had 
sent him through the 
Midwest to reas 
sure the farmers, 
actually in effect to 
out-promise the Dem- 
ocrats. It was be- 
lieved agriculture 
could practically 
write its own ticket. 

Instead, there has 
come up from non- 
farm regions and 
spokesmen—and, for that matter, from cer- 
tain farm groups as well—a hue and cry 
against the price support program as it has 
developed. One complaint is that price sup- 
ports at high levels (90 per cent of parity 
with ‘ manufactured goods d general 
costs) has the effect of freezing a high-cost 
level for food and incidentally everything 
else, 


A Bundle of Complaints 


Then there are a number of related com- 
plaints. Men in and out of Congress are 
becoming acutely conscious of the national 
budget, and price supports dig deep into 
public funds. These operations spread be- 
yond most estimates. For example, the 
President said in January that the program 
would cost for 1948-49 around $866,000,000 
Shortly thereafter, with unexpected drains 
to keep up the price of potatoes, eggs and 
flaxseed, the estimate rose to $950,000,000 
for the year ending June 30.’ 

This spending on farm products, through 
direct purchases or non-recourse loans, is in 
addition to other aid to agriculture. The 
school lunch program, a surplus-product 
relief as well as a health project, has been 
costing around $75,000,000 a year. Soil con- 
servation payments are budgeted for. more 
than $250,000,000. For making up the dif- 
ference betwéen domestic and.world prices 
of wheat under the international agree- 
ment, $56,000,000 will be spent, The sugar 
‘act administration costs $65,000,000. 


A Sound Like Despair 
Outside of costs of the program, there

good farmer, are slapped on every item. 
What with one thing and another, it is

The formula of price supports grew up 
before the war, with ample justification. 
With lend-lease there was demand on farm- 
ers to increase food production. To do this 
it was necessary for most farmers to re- 
adjust their operations and in many cases 
their whole experience. There was already 
provision for support of so-called basic com- 
modities (“political crops,” some have been 
so frank as to call them), like corn, wheat, 
tobacco, rice and peanuts. The Steagall 
amendment to the farm act provided that 
other crops whose production it was desir- 
able to stimulate, and declared in short 
supply by the armed services or agencies of 


foreign trade or relief, should be supported. . 


It was the farmer’s insurance against loss 
by surpluses, non-marketability or crop 


failure. 


$200,000,000 Loss on Potatoes: 


There was, for éxample, a tremendous de- 
mand for fats and oils, as every housewife 
knows. Traditional sources of vegetable 
oils were destroyed. Huge increases in pea- 
nuts were demanded. Acreage was doubled. 
The farmer did his part and filled the de- 
mand—but now there is that acreage, and 
larger production per acre, and the peanut 
grower’s political friends are going to see 
that he will not suffer by having the bot- 
tom drop out of his market. 


The same thing happened in the case of 
potatoes, which has been recalled often in 
these columns. Potato requirements were 
about 50,000,000 bushels more, for Army, 
home consumption, and lend-lease, than be- 
fore the war. Potatoes became a “Steazgal! 
commodity,” to be supported. And the 
energetic farmer, ‘answering the call, 
worked his potatoes so well that production 
grew from 141 to 182 bushels an acre—and 
production so far surpassed requirements 
that it has cost the Government $200,000,000 
to support the price and keep its contract 
with the farmer. 


The Answer Isn't Yet 


Today, these and other commodities like 
them are the “horrible examples” of price 
support. Indignant or merely energetic 
journalists, lately discovering the disloca- 
tions of the system, are letting the country 
have the details. The story, however, is 
old. The chapters which dealt with the 
little pigs of 1935 and the unconstitutional 
processing tax of the first A.A.A. and the 
furious drives by the likes of the late Sena- 
tor Bankhead to gather the rosebuds of spe- 
cial privilege for their c tuents of cot- 
ton or sugar beets or whatever it might be 
—all these should be recalled, What Sena- 
tor Lucas has expressed is the massive dif- 
ficulty of finding a formula that gives pro- 
tection to everybody concerned with a mini- 
mum of politics and a maximum of honest 
incentive—that will not entrench high 
prices and stimulate through them high 
costs which will make prices higher.

Dogma for a Mixed Economy 


STRATEGY FOR LIBERALS, by Irwi .

Within the limits-of 200 pages, Irwin 
Ross, a young free-lancing political writer, 
has pounded out an energetic thesis on the 
future struggle for America. He demands 
that liberals save the country from boom- 
and-bust capitalism by the program that 
Sweden and New Zealand, to name two suc- 
cessful examples, have followed—the Mixed 
Economy, a quasi-socialism where govern- 
ment controls business through public own- 


ership of certain large monopolies. 
. 7 . 


This “middle way,” Ross argues, is the 
only route to a permanently stable and 
prosperous economy. Private business will 
stil] be able to profit and expand, he says, 
but the general welfare will come first, be- 
cause a democratic government, not con- 
servative trusts, will be in the saddle. Since 
federal “guidance” will be general, and not 
all-pervasive, individual freedoms will be 
safeguarded. The Russian experiment, Ross 
points out, has cured most libetals of the 
desire to see absolute public ownership. 

The road to a Mixed Economy won’t be 
easy. Ross sternly lectures present-day - 
American liberalism for its timidity and 
short-sightedness. In 1933 it was bold and 
aggressive—but it had no plan, it impro- 
vised, and public enemy No. 1, “Big Busi- 
ness,” was only slightly damaged. Ross 
wants liberals to prepare for the next de 
pression with a plan (the Mixed Economy) 
and the political power (the Democratic 
Party) to carry it out. Only through a 
long period of propagandizing and relent+ 
less effort, the author explains, can liberals 
take over the party and gain enough sup- 
port to make permanent changes in the 
economic system. Labor must drop its 
non-partisan pose.

Farm and white-collar groups must be 
persuaded that their interests will be best 
served by the Mixed Economy. Americans 
for Democratic Action, or some similar or- 
ganization, must become the hard core of 
the movement, an American Fabian Soci- 
ety, When the depression comes—and Ross 
never doubts that it will, given the condi- 
tions of peace—liberals must expect the 
worst from “Big Business.” If the conser- 
vatives fail to block the Mixed Economy 
by constitutional means, Ross believes that 
they will not hesitate to try a Fascist or 
military coup. 

“Strategy For Liberals” is no more than 
an outline, but it is an outline of staggering 
range. For example, Ross treats as minor, 
preliminary steps two items of business 
which liberals have been concerned with 
practically since the founding of the Re- 
public—the filibuster and seniority priv- 
ileges in Congress and the myth of Supreme 
Court infallibility. The achievement of dis- 
lodging these legislative obstructions would 
be a landmark in American history, let 
alone the rest of Ross’s ambitious program.

The National Association of 
Women Lawyers met in St. Louis 
today to discuss legislation deal- 
ing with domestic relations, ju- 
venile delinquency and other prob- 
lems frequently encountered by 
women attorneys in their practice. 

The fiftieth annual meeting of 
the association opened with a 
council session at Hotel Chase. 
More than 300 women lawyers 
from all parts of the country were. 
expected to attend the three-day 
meeting preliminary to the open- 
ing of the American Bar Associa- 
tion’s seventy-second annual meet- 
ing next Monday. 

Chief Justices of state courts 
from most of the 48 states will 
open a four-day meeting at Hotel 
Jefferson tomorrow. They will or- 
ganize the Conference of Chief 
Justices. 

Miss Thelma Mills, a director of 
student affairs at the Universit 
of Missouri, told the delegates 
a luncheon today that what 
wemen principally need now is 
equal pay with men for similar 
work, and equal opportunity for 
professional education and ad- 
vancement. 

Miss Mills said women have 
made remarkable strides in the 
legal profession and are becoming 
increasingly prominent in the ju- 
diciary and in practice. Men, she 
said,‘ finally are recognizing the 
ability of women, and women no 
longer are confined to offices but 
are seen frequently practicing in 
open court. 3 

The association’s annual banquet 
will be held at the Chase at 7 
o'clock tomorrow night. The prin- 
cipal speaker will be Lakshmi 
Nandan Menon, one of India’s 
women leaders, who is chief of the 
status-of-women section of the 
United Nations secretariat.

Affair Began When She Asked Italian Direc- 
tor for Part, Ripened During Making 
of Film Around Volcano.

_ ROME, Sept. 2 (UP)—Ingrid 
Bergman is deeply in love, and 
for the first time in years really 
happy. 

If necessary, she will sacrifice 
her screen career if it threatens 
her marriage with Italian director 
Roberto Rossellini, whom she 
plans to wed as soon as she gets 
a divorce from Dr. Peter Lind- 
|strom, according to her intimate 
' friends. 
| The beautiful Swedish actress 
has been marrted to Lindstrom, 
— a Hollywood surgeon, for ll 

years. Her friends say that she 
still speaks of him with affection 
_and respect. 
| The fiery Italian director, who 
first captured her imagination 
with his brilliant film work, won 
‘her heart during the filming of 
| “Stromboli,” on the tiny isle of 
| that name off the Itabian coast. 
Reaction to Criticism. 
_ The other day she took a letter 
\from a batch of fan mail and 
handed it to a friend. It was from 
|an outraged man in the United 
States who said he had read of 
her intention to seek a divorce. 
“I will never trust another 
woman as long as I live,” the 
letter said. 
_ Miss Bergman shook her head 
\sadly and said: “People write to 
me this way as though I did not 
have the same right as they have 
—the right to happiness.” 

Friends say that the day Miss 
Bergman and Rossellini were sure 
they were in love, they both im- 
mediately wanted to telephone, 
cable or write Lindstrom and tell 
him about it. 

“The world is doing Ingrid an 
injustice,” said one of her woman 
associates. “She is incapable of 
deceit or falsehood. No matter 
what happens, or has happened, 
she has nothing to be ashamed of. 
She has been «completely honest 


with her husband. I wonder how 
many of her critics uld have 


been the same?” 

Start of Romance Year Ago. 

The romance began last year 
with a letter from Miss Bergman. 
She wrote the 43-year-old Rossel- 
lini from Hollywood that she had 
seen his film, “Open City,” and 
was impressed with his work. She 
wanted to know if he had any- 
thing in mind “for a tall blonde 
with a Swedish accent.” 

Rossellini didn’t have anything 
in mind at the moment, but the 
opportunity was too good to miss. 
He had seen the blond star in 
several films and admired her act- 
ing, although believing she fre- 
quently was miscast. Rossellini 
wrote back that he had just the 
part for her and would send de- 
tails later. 

Then he began thinking. He re- 
membered a displaced persons 
camp near Rome that he had 
recently visited, inhabited by 
refugees from 10 years of war and 
terror in Europe. Put Miss Berg- 
man in that setting, he mused, 
and anything might happen. 

Shortly afterward, Rossellini ar- 
rived in Hollywood with the brief 
outline of a plot which he had 
dashed off since first hearing of 
Miss Bergman’s desire to make a 
film with him. The visit was to 
have been a brief story confer- 


ence. He remained for 40 days, 
the entire time as a guest in the 
Lindstrom home. 

They talked Howard Hughes 
and RKO into putting up $600,000 
for the film, known now 4as 
“Stromboli.” They went to the 
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lonely, dreary island off the Tial- 
ian boot that Rossellini had insist- 
ed on in his desire for a realistic 
setting. 


His film technique was a new, 
experience to the Swedish star, : 
and even veteran RKO technicians — 
were fascinated by his method of 
working. a 
Fisherman Is Leading Man. 

Rossellini did not pick a lead-: 
ing man for the film until three | 
days before shooting began. The 
script called for a fisherman to 
play the part, so he journeyed to 
an Italian fishing village, looked 
over the unemployed men squat- 
ting in the sunlight on the pier, 
and called over a youth named 
Mario Vitale. 

He told Vitale to take the 
Naples boat for Stromboli‘ next 
day. Vitale, assumed he was Dbe- 
ing hired for a fishing job, and 
showed up with his fishing gear. 
Two days later he was playing 
leading man to one of the world’s 
highest paid actresses. 

Rossellini fashioned the _ dia- 
logue as they went along. Miss 
Bergman, who had always insist- 
ed in Hollywood on a careful ad- 
vance study of her scripts, fre- 
quently, did not know what lines 
she was to speak until the set yas 
ready. 

She was the only professional 
actor in the cast. But like the oth- 
ers working on the film, she lived 
for months in a peasant’s hut, 
without running water or ather 
conveniences. For weeks, she ate 
meals consisting largely of spag- 
hetti, and she took risks that wor- 
ried RKO personnel. 

_ One of them said: 

“It made my hair cur] to see In- 
grid tottering on the edge of the 
Stromboli volcano, her heels actu- 
ally on the air. It is one of the 
most dangerous shots I ever saw. 
Three of our crew were overcome 
by sulphur fumes on that very 
spot.” 

Miss Bergman Hurt in Fall. . 

Miss Bergman fell and hurt. her 
legs during the filming when ‘she 
had to scramble up the side of the 
volcano. Rossellini fell and loos- 
ened all his lower teeth. He 
bound them with cotton thread 
and continued the shooting sched- 
ule. 

A doze other members of the 
unit were hurt. One of them, a 
former Italian general, died of 
over-exertion. 

In the midst of all this, the pro- 
fessional friendship of Miss Berg- 
man -and her Italian director . 
turned into love. She finally de- 
cided to ask her husband to come 
to Italy so she could tell him of 
her feeling: 

Now the film is finished, Miss 
Bergman and Rossellini are back 
on the mainland. They are seen 
frequently in the director’s long, 
red roadster. Her: friends say she 
is rad(antly happy, but she looks 
tired and wants a long rest. 

She broods over the critical fan 
letters that reach her in Italy, 
associates say. She cannot under- 
stand why she should be singled 
out for special attack. 

“After all,” she says,

OPERATORS HOLD 
BACK ROYALTIES 


Attorney Says Companies 
Did Not Make Aug. 20 
Payment to Union Be- 
cause of No Contract. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 2 (AP)— 
John C.'Gall, attorney for the 
Southern Coal Producers’ Associa- 
tion, said today that a “substantial 
number” of coal companies with- 
held the 20-cent miners’ welfare 
royalty payments due Aug. 20. 

Neither John L.» Lewis nor Miss 
Josephine Roche, director of the 
$100,000,000-a-year fund for the 
welfare and retirement of coal 
miners, would confirm any “re- 
volt” on the part of coal operators 
in making the monthly collection 
payments. 

Lewis called a meeting of the 
trustees of the fund this week, but 
had nothing to say about the pur- 
pose of the session. In addition 
to Lewis, head of the United Mine 
Workers, the trustees are Ezra 
Van Horn, for the operators, and 
Senator Bridges (Rep.), New 
Hampshire. 

Lewis abandoned the miners’ 
long standing “no contract, no} 
work” policy on June 30, imposing | 
a three-day work week indefinite- 
ly while he negotiates a new con- 
tract with the industry. 

Northern and Western coal oper- 


‘ators had argued that their con- 
‘tract continued until Aug. 14, be- 
‘cause of the Taft-Hartley law re- 


quirement that 60 days’ notice be 
given before an agreement is ter- 
minated. Lewis asked for nego- 
tiation meetings on June 14 with 
the North and West. 

The Southern operators, on the 
other hand, had taken the initia- 
tive in April. They held no doubts 
that their contract expired June 
30, the date provided in the agree- 
ment itself. 

The welfare fund royalty of 20 
cents a ton is in the contract. 

Leading representatives of the 
Southern Coal Producers’ Associa- 
tion, as well as Gall, said that 
many companies were withhold- 
ing the July payments, due on 
Aug. 20, but refused to estimate 
the extent of the movement. 

Some said it was no general 
action by the association, but at- 
torneys through the South were 
known to have advised clients that 
since June 30 they were under no 
legal obligation to pay the roy- 
alty. 

Gall said many operators were 
finding it impossible to pass along 
the 20-cent levy to customers, be- 
cause of weakening demand. 

“In some cases, the customer is 
almost able to dictate the price he 
will pay,” Gall told a reporter.

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"LAWYERS DISCUSS 
COMMERCIAL CODE 


Uniform Regulations Govern- 
ing Business Transactions 
Are Being Considered. 


A uniform commercial code was 
being discussed prior to final con- 
sideration today at a joint meeting 
of the National Conference ‘of 
Commissioners on Uniform State 
Laws and the American Law In- 


stftute at Hotel Jefferson. 

The code, on which the National 
Conference has been working since 
1942, would make uniform the laws 
governing sales, commercial pa- 
pers, letters of credit and foreign 
banking in all states. It is ex- 
pected the code will come up for 


approval tomorrow evening 

Among those taking pert in the 
discussion of the code today are 
Judge Herbert Goodrich of the 
United States Court of Appeals for 
the Third District; Harrison 
‘Tweed, New York attorney, who is 
president of the institute, and 
Dean Albert J. Harno, University 
of Illinois School of Law and re- 
tiring president of the national 
conference. 

The conference yesterday ap- 
proved by a vote of 36 to 1 a pro- 
posed uniform micro-film act pro- 
viding that photographic copies of 
business and public records would 
be admissable as evidence in court. 
This proposed act is subject to 
final approval by the board of 
governors of the American Bar 
Association before it is submitted 
to the various state legislatures 
for action. - 

Also approved yesterday were 
proposed amendments to the Uni- 
form Ancillary Administration Es- 
tates Act and the Uniform 
Acknowledgment Act. These ac- 
tions by the conference also are 
subject to approval by the bar 
association governors before the 
proposed amendments to the acts 
are submitted to states.

SPRINGFIELD, Mo., Sept. 2 
(AP) — Workers at Producers 
Creamery Co. here, the world’s 
largest milk plant under one roof, 
eee for higher wages at 8 a.m. 

day 

Farmer-patrons of the plant, a 
unit of the Missouri Farmers As- 
sociation, promptly took over the 
struck workers’ duties and an- 
nounced they'll run the huge milk 
plant until the strike is settled. 

L. O. Wallis, president of the 
company, said farmers, recruited 
from a 40-mile radius of Spring- 
field, “will go ahead and operate 
the plant.” 

Number of strikers, members of 
CIO United Packing House Work- 
ers, is estimated at 160. The plant 
had been operating three shifts 
around the clock. 

Wallis said the company has be- 
tween 150 and 200 farmers avail- 
able for duty in the plant. Only 
about 50 had been outfitted with 
white uniforms and put to work 
at mid-morning. 

Unaffected by the strike are the 
company’s supervisory personnel 
and office workers. They were 
allowed to cross the union’s picket 
lines without incident this morn- 
ing. 

Company officers said supervis- 
ors will be able to operate the re- 
frigeration equipment and boilers. 

The union notified the company 
at 11:30 o’clock last night that the 
crew reporting at midnight for an 
eight-hour shift would be the last 
before the strike was called. 

The union is asking for a wage 
increase of 11 cents an hour. The 
company has offered no increase 
in about two months of negotia- 
tions. 

The Producers plant has a ca- 
pacity of 1,250,000 pounds of milk 
a day, although it is operating at 
considerably less than capacity 
now because the peak season for 
milk is past. It manufactures but- 
ter and condensed milk, and ships 
some fresh cream to southern and 
southwestern states. 

The Producers company operates 
plants at Monett, Eldorado Springs 
and Lebanon, but company execu- 
tives said they were not affected 
by the strike.

at least:a far more creative ap- 
proach to the forthcoming talks 
than had been anticipated. Of 
course this does not mean that a 
way to overcome the British crisis 
is at all likely to be found in the 
next few weeks. Only such pal- 
liatives as fall within the limits of 
executive authority will be under- 
taken, such as loans to the ster- 
ling area and stockpiling agree- 


ments. 

On the British side, Sir Stafford 
Cripps is reported still firmly op- 
posed to devaluation of the pound. 
American officials will take no 
stand on the matter, simply be- 
cause the United States cannot 
be saddled with responsibility for 
devaluation. But most of the ex- 
perts agree that the pressure of 
events will soon force Cripps to 
change his mind. 

At any rate, nothing which will 
require major ‘congressional action 
in this session will be proposed. 
Instead, only such measures will 
be taken as may be necessary to 
tide the British over for the next 
six months, until the next session 
of Congress. If the bi-partisan ap- 
proach to foreign policy is allowed 
to break down in the meantime, 
Congress is hardly likely to take 
any constructive action even then. 
But it now seems likely that the 
six months’ interval will be em- 
Ploved to good purpose. 

First, serious consideration is 
being given to appointing a com- 
mittee of distinguished men, like 
the Harriman committee which 
did the spadework for the Mar- 
shall plan, to have a good, hard, 
public look at the economic dis- 
ease which is attacking the whole 
Western world. This committee 
would be instructed to consider 
carefully some form of limited 
Anglo-American-Canadian -eco- 
nomic union, as well as a similar 
continental union, and to come up 
with a set of practical but bold 
recommendations. 

This step would be useful, but 
the second step, which is receiv- 
ing more tentative consideration, 
would be even more interesting. 
This would be to establish com- 
bined Anglo-American political 
and economic staffs to parallel] the 
existing strategic partnership in 
the combined chiefs of staff, as 
proposed long ago in reports from 
London in this space. 

The fact that the strategic part- 
nership has long existed, while 
hthere has been no such intimate 
|collaboration in the political and 
economic fields, has been a dan- 
gerous inner contradiction in the 
whole Anglo-American relation- 
ship. The danger is now per- 
fectly apparent, because the loom- 
ing British bankruptcy threatens 
to break up the strategic partner- 
ship, with terrible consequences. 

It is at least encouraging that 
the American policy-makers are 
now facing up to this danger, and 
considering really bold measures 
to deal with it. But it would be 
a great deal more encouraging if 
these far-reaching measures were 
not being considered without the

ROBESON 10 SING MILE 
FROM SCENE OF RIOT 


14 Veteran Groups Counter 
With Plans for Another 
Protest Parade. 


PEEKSKILL, N.Y., Sept. 2 (AP) 
*—Paul Robeson says he will give 
a concert Sunday—a mile from 


where a riot broke up a sched- 
uled appearance last week—and 
veterans groups say they will 
stage a parade to protest against 
it, as they did before. 

The Negro singer, declaring 
“there'll be no more Peekskill — 
not like that,” announced his ac- 
-ceptance last night of an invita- 
tion to sing Sunday afternoon in 
nearby Cortlandt, where the riot 
raged last Saturday. 

Fourteen veterans groups im- 
mediately countered with plans to 
hold a parade past the new con- 
cert as “a conclusive demonstra- 
tion against Communism.” 

A scheduled:concert by Robeson 
broke up into a fierce riot Satur- 
day after veterans groups staged 
a counter-demonstration. At least 
eight persons were injured, two 
seriously. 

Robeson will sing Sunday under 
auspices of the Westchester Com- 
mittee for Law and Order, which 
describes itself as a non-political 
group formed after last week- 
end’s disturbance. 

In Albany, meanwhile, a “civil 
rights” group protesting against 
the riot in a march on the State 
Capitol was booed last night by 
a crowd of some 3000 persons. No 
disorder was reported. 

A spokesman for the veterans 
_gaid nine American Legion posts, 
three Veterans of Foreign Wars 
groups, and one Catholic War Vet- 
erans and one Jewish War Vet- 
erans post will be represented. 

Westchester law officials are in- 
vestigating last Saturday’s riot on 
orders from Gov. Thomas E, 
Dewey. 

Westchester County Sheriff Fred 
W. Ruscoe has said his office 
would provide adequate protection 
for any future Robeson concert if 
asked to do so by the sponsors. 


Membership of the CIO Mine, 
Mill and Smelter Workers’ Local 
82 have voted to reject two pro- 
posals of the American Zinc Co., 
where workers have been on strike | 4A 
since Aug. 12, 1948, a spokesman 
for the union said yesterday, Both 
proposals, the spokesman said, 
were offered to union representa- 
tives and rejected; membership 
of the union then ratified its 
committee’s action. 

The first offer, the union re- 

ported, proposed that 291 of the 
group of more than 750 union | Rose 
members return to work at once, 
following which a wage rise of 13 
cents an hour would be granted. 
No provision was made. for the 
reinstatement of eight additional 
workers whose status is a matter 
of dispute. 
Under the second proposal, as 
reported by the union, all of the 
union’s workers would be returned 
to their jobs, including the eight 
whose status is disputed. A 13- 
cent hourly wage rise for the em- 
ployes then would become effec- 
tive next Jan. 1. The union has 
sought the 13-cent increase and 
the return to work, without preju- 
dice, of all its members.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 3 — The 
second trial of Ilse Kuch, so-called 
witch of Buchenwald, may be the 
most sensational of all German 
war crimes trials. It will take 
place in the civil court at Augs- 


burg, Bavaria, after she is re- 
leased from United States military 
prison at Landsburg Oct. 1. 

“We have sensational new evi- 
dence, some of it obtained from 
former S.S. officers,” says Dr. 
Paul J. Farr of New York, chief 
of the German courts branch, Mil- 
itary Government of Bavaria. 

Exhibits of Human Skin. 

None of the new evidence, how- 

ever, links Frau Koch directly to 


Remains of Hunters Who Lived 


NEW YORK, Sept. 2 (AP)— 
Extensive remains of a primitive 
group of hunters, who roamed 
the American West thousands of 
years before Christ’s birth, have 
been unearthed near Cody, Wyo., 
it was disclosed here today. 

Dr. Loren Ejiseley of the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania said the 
Wyoming camp _ site’ probably 
dates back to between 5000 and 
12,000 years before Christ. 

He called the find one of the 
most important ever made in con- 
nection with the Yuma, the no- 
madic group who disappeared 
centuries ago as a cultural unit. 
They were among the _ earlies* 
known inhabitants of the New 
World. 

Dr. Ejiseley said the valuable 
deposit of tools, weapons and 
food remains was preserved 
through the centuries by dusty 
desert sands, now covering the 
camp site to a depth of about 10 
inches. 


The Yuma were foot hunters 
who roved the high plains of the 
American West in search of Bison. 
Evidences of their existence have 
been found before, Dr. Eiseley 
said, but never so extensively or 
in a deposit that may enable 
scientists to fix more accurately 
the period in which they lived. 

No human bones were found, 
Dr. Ejiseley said. 

There were numerous “Yuma 
points,” delicately fashioned flints 
that apparently tipped Yuma 
lances. It is believed the Yuma 
did not use bow and arrow. 

The Yuma roamed the same 
general area of the Folsom Man, 
who, it is believed, lived about 
15,000 years ago. Dr. Eiseley said 
the Cody site again reveals clear- 
ly that the Yuma and the Folsom 
cultures were distinct. 

Both, he believes, may have 


been the remote ancestors of the 
latter-day American Indians.

‘Frau Koch will be brought to 
trial on charges involving cruel- 
ties to Germans and Austrians 
who were prisoners at Buchen- 
wald. The charges have not been ' 
published, but testimony relates 
to the cutting out of eyes with 
whip cracks, excessive punish- 
ment of prisoners at the wish of 
Frau Koch, and participation in 
murders of prisoners. 

The Bavarian civil authorities 
are carrying ‘out the recommenda- 
tion of a Senate investigating com- 
mittee, headed by Senator Fergu- 
son (Rep.), Michigan, which con- 
demned the United States Military 
Government for excessive leniency 
in reducing Frau Koch’s present 
sentence to four years. 

Avoids Double Jeopardy. 

To avoid double jeopardy, the 
Ferguson committee recommended 
that a second prosecution in a 
civil court be based on offenses 
against non-United Nations na- 
tionals. The four-year prison term 
Frau Koch will complete Oct. 1 in 
theory is her full penalty for bru- 
talities to Americans, British, Rus- 
sians and other Allied prisoners 
at Buchenwald. 

The new Bavarian civil law bars 
the death penalty, so Frau Koch 
has escaped danger of execution 
in her new trial. 

Dr. Jagomash interviewed the 
Prisoner in Landsburg prison re- 
cently. He reports she is in good 
health, strong spirits—and unre- 
pentant. 

In addition to criticism in this 
country, Army leniency in the 
Koch case has been used by the 
Russians for propaganda against 
the United States. Since /Gen. 
Clay, former military Governor 
cut the Koch sentence to four 
years, the Russian press has 
Played up the horrors of Buchen- 
wald, which is in the Russian oc- 
cupation zone. 

“But they have refused us co- 
operation in getting this second 
case together,” says Dr. Farr. 
“The Russians are saying it will 
be just a sham and a whitewash.” 


EUROPE ASSEMBLY 
GROUP FOR COURT 
OF HUMAN RIGHTS 


STRASBOURG, France, Sept. 2 
(AP)—The Juridical Committee of 
the 12-nation European Consulta- 
tive Assembly recommended yes- 
terday the setting up of a new 
supreme court to guarantée hu- 
man rights. 

Sir David Maxwell-Fyfe of Brit- 
ain, chairman of the committee, 
described the projected court as a 
tribunal of last resort for individ- 
uals and groups within the mem- 
ber states of the Assembly. 

The committee approved forma- 
tion of the new court 13 to 7. The 
opposition contended existing na- 
tional courts in each state should 
carry out enforcement of the hu- 
man rights charter. 

Former French Premier Georges 
Bidault said today that Germany 
probably would be admitted to the 
Council of Europe soon. 

“I think German membership 
has not been discussed much here 
because it is already practically 
settled,” Bidault said. “Germany 
is Europe,” he said. ‘““‘The Commit- 
tee of Ministers knows that.” 

The Consultative Assembly and 
the Committee of Ministers are 
the two principal bodies compos- 
ing the Council of Europe.

She's More to Be Pitied... 

Almost a century ago, Gustave Flaubert’s novel, “Madame 
Bovary” scandalized its readers, horrified France, and caused 
its author to stand trial for defiling French womanhood. Now 
in its film version, “MADAME BOVARY,” at LOEW’S STATE 

THEATER, seems no more than the standard 
movie plot of sensual crime, logical punish- 
ment, and an implied moral, the eternal sit- 
uation of the woman who “just loves nice 
things” and daydreams about high romance 
far superior to the humdrum pattern of mat- 
rimonotony. That the story of a woman who 
betrays her husband, neglects her child, and 
becomes hopelessly involved in debt for her indulgences no 
longer seems daring may be laid to the passage of time. 
Or perhaps it is the American acceptance of the right of 
every normal] redblooded girl to a mink cape, a handsome 
beau, and a house like the magazines. 

However, while “Madame Bovary” has lost its initial im- 
pact, it still has all the basic components of good realism 
and good drama. Although minor liberties have been taken 
with plot and incident, the major events and elements of vil- 
lage satire are still there. To our mind the only jarring note 
Was a prologue and epilogue in which James Mason, in a sort 
of Groucho Marx mustache, portrays Flaubert on trial, de- 
fending his heroine and acting as narrator until, presumably, 
his voice gives out. While the intent is plain—to explain to 
the great unwashed that this “Madame Bovary” was a book, 
gee, and caused a big blow-up, see—it seems that a more nat- 
ural scene would have led into the flashback less painfully. 

Otherwise, the film has much to recommend it, including 
graceful pictorial sequences, Van Heflin as a tumbling but 
honest country doctor who understands his limitations but 
not his wife, Louig Jourdan as a charming if unoriginal se- 
ducer, Christopher Kent, Swedish actor, as a phony dandy. 
Jennifer Jones, while possessing the classic, disturbing beauty 
may not seem too clever as the heroine, but then Madame 
Bovary herself was not too bright or she would have done 
much more with her beauty in a purely decorative capacity, 
paralleling a modern day movie star, say Jennifer Jones,

HAT backward boy who

Responsible for these latter-day 
miracles is Albert P. Belanger of 
nearby Alton, a graying industrial 
engineer of 62 whose fertile imag- 
ination and nimble fingers have 
given new hope to many pre- 
viously doomed to boredom and 
worse. 

You might call him the Samari- 
tan of Crafts. For more than 30 
years he has spent his spare time 
teaching all comers how to keep 
their fingers busy. He has ad- 
dressed clubs, taught classes and 
written numerous articles on the 
subject. 

Three years ago four girls en- 
rolled in Belanger’s free handi- 
craft class sponsored by the Alton 
Kiwanis Club. He taught them 
textile painting, leather tooling, 
jig sawing, weaving and the other 
talents he acquired himself years 
ago “just tinkering with things.” 


Today the girls are running a 
gift shop in Alton. How are they 
doing? “Well,” grins teacher, “I'd 
say $35 for a tablecloth is pretty 
good money!” 

Belanger always has had a way 
of improving old tricks and dream- 
ing up new ones. His work takes 
him into lines from candy to 
noodles. His hobby transforms an 
old tin can into a humidor and a 
dirty burlap sack into a smart 
shopping bag. Over the years he 
has completed 1000 definite de- 
Signs and some 10,000 sketches of 
articles that anybody can make 
with just a bit of guidance. 

Demand for his time have in- 
creased to the point where he can 
now only teach the teachers. His 
classes in Alton are crowded with 
scout masters, school teachers 
and hospital attendants. The Chi- 
cago public school system and 
park districts call on him regu- 
larly for new hints to keep young- 
sters off the strects and out of 
trouble.

PLEASANT voice is a marvel- 
Aus thing. To have one re- 

quires attention to the matter 
in childhood. For clearcut, pleas- 
ant speech, the nose and throat 
must be clear. When adeniods are 
present, the voice is smothered 
and the enunciation is 
blurred and anything but clear. 


Adenoids are a growth foreign 
to the body. They should not be 
allowed to block a child’s breath- 
ing. They can be removed easily 
and the sooner it is done the bet- 
ter for the child. If allowed to 
remain they not only spoil the 
voice and the speech, but they 
check the growth by reducing the 
intake of fresh air to the lungs. 
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HEALTHY TONSILS are a 
great aid to a clear speech and a 
pleasant tone. Healthy tonsils 
should not be removed. But dis- 
eased tonsils are a menace to 
health. When the doctor says they 
are’ diseased, they should be re- 
moved and no time should be lost 
in obeying the doctor’s directions.

Sound, evenly ranged teeth, are 
an aid in clear speech and a plea- 
sant voice. Missing teeth and un- 
even teeth cause lisping and lisp- 
ing spoils the speech and mars the 
personality.

Ingredients: Six pork chops, 
salt and freshly ground pepper, 
six medium-sized potatoes (about 
two pounds), three and one-half 
tablespoons flour, one tablespoon 
butter or margarine, one and one- 
half cups milk. 

Method: Trim off fat from pork 
chops and brown on both sides 
in a hot skillet. Sprinkle chops 
with salt and pepper.

Place 
half of them in a greased baking 
dish and sprinkle with salt, pep- 
per, and one and three-fourths 
tablespoons of the flour. Add the 
remaining potatoes, sprinkle with 
salt and pepper. and the remain- 
ing flour. Place the pork chops 


on top. Dot with butter or mar- 
garine and pour on the milk. Cov- 
er and bake in a moderate (350 
degrees F.) oven for 45 minutes. 
Uncover and bake for 30 to 40 
minutes longer or until tender. 
Makes six servings.

One and one-half cups fruit 
pulp, one-half cup sugar, one cup 
evaporated milk, two tablespoons 
lemon juice. 

Use any kind of fruit pulp you 
wigh and mix with sugar. Let 
stand about 15 minutes to dissolve 
sugar, stirring occasionally. Chill 
milk until icy cold, then whip un- 
til stiff. Add lemon juice and 
whip until very stiff. Stir in fruit 
pulp gently.

But I don’t 
want to be a public neck. 

“I have been out of high school 
and in the bustness world for 
three years. I have had a good 
many dates, but not many repeats. 
After the first half hour or so, 
my partner seems to think he has 
run out of ideas and the rest of 
the evening should be spent in a 
clinch. If I don’t seem enthu- 
siastic, I’m denounced as old- 
fashioned or emotionally defec- 
tive! What's the matter with me, 
Dr. Popenoe?

1 DON’T THINK it’s quite as 
bad as that, Carolyn.

The man whose job on Tinian 
was to launch the A-bomb against 
two doomed cities has become a 
builder-overseer without compare. 
He and his able associates on 
the board—Vice Chairman John 
S. Parke, Frank R. Crosswaith, 
William Wilson and Thomas J. 
Shanahan—are giving New York 
City a face-lifting it won’t forget 
for a century to come. 

In the past 42 months 42 mam- 
moth building projects have lent 
new contours to the profile of the 
city, new substance to thousands 
once literally chained to abysmal 
slums, and have done much to re- 
lieve the crushing shortages of 
living space for homecoming vet- 
erans. 


The &gering task began with 
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a quick recipe for the most ur- 
gent ills—585 acres of Quonset 
apartments and prefabs in Brook- 
lyn, for veterans’ families. They 
housed 30,100 at an average rent 
(including gas and electricity) of 
$23.95 a month. 

Then rose the John Lovejoy 
Elliott houses in the west 20s of 
Manhattan, the first of the perma- 
nent remedies. It cost $5,000,000 
and took care of 2251 persons.

apartment buildings rose on a 
populated dump that had been a 
part of the Brownsville section. 
The units cost $12,660,000, and 
took in 5175 persons at an average 
apartment rent of $34.79.

944 persons found cleanliness, 


N Brooklyn, shortly thereafter, 
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warmth and a new outlook on life. 
Farther up in Harlem, the Abra- 
ham Lincoln houses rose and took 
in 5000 more. So did the Amster- 
dam houses, in the west 60s and 
the enormous Jacob Riis houses 
on the lower East Side. Allina 
single year of subsidies, salvaging 
and sweat. 

In 1947 six new projects were 
opened, two begun, and, in one in- 
stance, almost 5000 persons were 
moved from the direst slums to 
the’ cleanliness of the Astoria 
houses. 

To cut into privation wherever 
it could be found, the authority 
rehabilitated hundreds of boarded 
up tenements, and placed people 
in them. On 16 acres of what had

Without doubt one of the best 
ways to do this job is with a 
snake, This is a long ribbon of 
flexible steel with a metal point 
on the end.

Now you 
push and pull the snake back and 
forth until the obstruction has 
been pushed out, pulled back 
through, broken up or you are 
too tired to care what happens.

Bridge

HE defenders seemed to 
T helpless in today’s deal thet 
the overwhelming strength of 
the enemy—but appearances are as 
deceptive at bridge as elsewhere! 
South, dealer. 
Both sides vulnerable. 
North-South 30 on score. 


South must have felt very com- 
fortable at his 30 score, since he 
could go game and rubber by bid- 
ding only three spades. 

West opened the heart queen, 
East played the five-spot, and de- 
clarer conceded the trick. No shift 
was attractive, so West led an- 
other heart. Declarer’s now-blank 
ace took this trick, trumps were 
drawn in two rounds, ending in 
the closed hand, and then the dia- 
mond 10 was led for a finesse, 
East took his king and shifted to 
the club 10, but South merely cov- 
ered with the jack, and the best 
that West could do was to collect 
two club tricks, The contract was 
safe. 

If East had been on his toes he 
could have defeated this hand! 
The key play was to overtake the 
heart queen with the king at the 
first trick! Observe how this 
would have embarrassed the de- 
clarer. If he now held up the ace, 
East would naturally shift to the 
stub 10, and the best South could 
do would be to cover. West would 
win with the queen or ace, as the 
case demanded, and simply exit in 
spades, hearts or diamonds. When 
East took the lead later with his 
diamond king, a second club re- 
turn through declarer would give 
the defenders the setting trick. 

Nor would it benefit declarer 
materially to win the first trick if 
East played the heart king on his 
partner’s queen. East would get 
in once with the diamond king for 
a club return, and then it would 
be relatively easy for West to lead 
a low heart, playing East for the 
10-spot, so that a second club lead
